Some FPnwthought soviety somewhere 
desires to bovomeauxiliary to the Amer- 
ivan Secular Union, sends on ita five 
dollars charter fee, receives in return its 
charter, sundry pamphlets for missionary 
work, and a letter of suyyeetions from 
the seerctary of the national society. 
This inthe beyinning; and this, alas! is 
almot always the end. In vain may 
the seeretary ontreat that such auxil- 
faries keep up the communication with 
the national mwlvty; in vain may she 
boy for monthly reports of the work done 
along the lines of State secularization: in 
vain may she remind them that the 
national sovivty has a right to expect 
auxiliaries to aid it by nancial von- 
tributions, or by active missionary work, 
or both.

than the old way of “donations to lec- 
turers,” when an active worker for the 
sovivty froquently did not receive any- 
where nearly as muth as he was worth 
to the soviety. The laborer is worthy of 
nis hire, and we think it but fair that a 
lecturer should receive a certain por 
cent of what he brings iuto the society, 
wher: he acts as a sort of traveling 
organizer and missionary for the Ameri- 
van Secular Union, 

It is the Liberal locturer, then, whose 
attention we would especially call to the 
above resolution. and

fon. But what bas been aald of them Ls 
mostly a revival of the knowledge of fifty 
Years avo, na given te the world then by 
headore Schwann. What has buen din 
oovered about them since is more a mat- 
ter of detail than of ossentials. Still, 
fuw people have any adequate idea of 
the true place in the grand scale of na- 
ture that is oeeupled by these little rod- 
shaped entities, which are less than the 
thousandth part of an inch in length and 
three hundred billions of which are 
sometimes evolved from a single parent 
in the courne of a day. 

The bacteria are natural seavenyers. 
Their legitimate work is akin to that of 
the buzzards and carrion erowa, which 
take out of the way matter that has 
evased to be useful in the animal 
enonomy. Inside and upon the living 
bady they appropriate the material that 
is thrown of by the exerutory tissues, 
and when then groster life ewasesin the 
vryanism they swarm in and around it, 
their work performing the well known 
phenomenon of putrefaction. Without 

| thoir action in health the body would 
soon become clogged up with matter no 
longer useful but absolutely poisonous to 
the frame. In their aleenew after death 
the body would remain with little change 
for perhaps centuries, and the undecom- 
posed dead be ultimately so numervus as 
to interfere with the ing! The corpecs 
of men and the lower animals, exeept as 
they might be caten up by langar tain: 
erws on flesh. would ultimately choke up 
the seas and lakes, or perhaps bave to 
be utilized for building purposes, but 
ithis could not last forever. he pases 
usal by living beings for respiration. 
and thoes needed for forming the struc- 
tures of plant life. would be used up, and 
fixed in the deed forms so asx to be 
no luayer available by fresh generations 
of animated creatures. Animals and 
plants would div out as species in much 
the same manner as certain of the ha~ 
teria themselves have been observed to 
do, through being clogged up and dehili- 
tated by the results of the vital processes 
which constituted them living entities. 

The sweet went of the fower and the 
foul smell resulting from animal decom- 
pesition are equally the work of the haw 
teria, It is the sccompaniment of their 
digestion. which is performed from with- 
out, the creatures petting inside their 
food and absorbing it. When the food 
has yielded up all its nutriment the 
remainder is noxious to them as water is 
to fire, though water isa product of com- 
bustion. They ure no more able ta live 
in it than the human being is to exist in 
an atmosphere ef nitrogen from which 
he has removed most of the oxygen by 
inspiring it. Unless the result is removed 
by the animal economy. or the bacteria 
can yet away from it. they div, and this 
accounts for the suddenness with which 
a contagious disvase will sometimes dis- 
appear just at the time a community 
a threatened with complete extine 
tion. 

The most intersting thing about these 
tolcrascopic parasites is that their nor- 
mal function isa healthy one, like that 
of the buzzards above alluded to. lt is 
to take out of the way of the larger ani- 
mal and plant organisms matter which 
has cvussd to be useful to them as such 
and put it in the round of chemical pro- 
eusses by which it will be aynin fitted 
for appropriation by the vital economy. 
Their abnormal function is that of caus- 
ing disease and death in the structuns 
they inhabit. The prevailing opinion 
among investigators is that they are of 
different species, some of them buing 
destructive, like the tiyor and the shark. 
while others are mostly useful as the 
cow is to man. If this view of the case 
he cornet, they may be likened to the 
inst life. seme forms of which are ter 
ribly destructive and multiply at times 
ina manner which is equally alarming 
and unacevuntable. There is no reason 
to suppose they are not differentiated in 
re to spevivs as much as is the world 
of inset life. some of which are benefi- 
cial and others hurtful to man and other 
animals. But whether this be so or not. 
what i» known of them and their work 
abundantly justities the conclusion that 
on the whole the hacteria do far more 
good than harm. and that they do the 
lntter only when unhealthy conditions 
favor their undue development.
